were dubjected to a fine next morning. 

The only really good stuff in the 
Englishmen’s ‘speeches, we can 
see, is nothing less than a clean steal 
from America. For many years the 
stump speaker's pet anathema in 
this country was to charge the enemy 
with the crime of accepting “English 
gold.” Now the favorite scream of 
the British opposition orators is that 
the Liberal party is floated solely by 
“American dollars.” |

When we consider the fact that

Greenbaum's Ecturn. 

Joseph Greenbaum the portrait and_ 
landscape painter, has just returned to 
Los Angeles after eight months of Eu- 
repe, three of which were spent in 
Paris, three in Brittany. where he. 
painted many pictures, and two in 
“meandering” through interesting 
places. 

Greenbaum spent three weeks in San 
Francisco, where he sold a dozen or 
more picturés at goed prices, and 
where he left bahind him,.in the la- 
@ies’ writing room of the St. Francis 
Motel,.a large picture, six feet by four 
and a half, a study of three old Breton 
wometl: praying in a chapel for the 
sate return of their sailors at sea 
This picture, full of feeiing, ‘ts a new 
departure for Greenbaum, a first at- 
tempt at genre. It ts also one of the 
most ambitious of his many canvases. 
If not sold in San Francisco, it will 
doubtiess be shown in Los Angeles lat- 
er on. 

While in Paris, Greenbaum painted 
a portrait of Charles Gilibert, one of 
the Metropolitan House's most fa- 
mous tenors. Gilibert happened to be 
in the French city at the time. He 
died only a few weeks ago in New 
York City. 

Greenbaum expresses himself as »c- 
ing more than delighted to be back in 
Los Angeles, for our sunshine is like 
soothing balm to his fog saturated 
bedy.. He has not yet decided where 
he will open a studio, though it will 
probably be in Blanchard Hall. 

Art School Burnt. 

The College of Fine Arts, which was 
burnt to the ground .last week, wiil be 
rebuilt at once. The newer part, de- 
voted to arts-crafts, remained almost 
intact, and on the day .after the fire 
the classes in drawing and painting 
worked here as if nothing had hup- 
pened. The new school will be in the 
California adaptation of the mission 
style, and will be handsome and com- 
modious, more in unity than the old 
building, which had been built picce- 
meal to meet the expanding needs of 
the school. 

The College of Fine Arts, an off-shoot 
of the University of California, was 
founded in 1900 by William Lees Jud- 
son, who has been its manager froin 
the very start, and who has always 
taken an active part in the teaching cf 
the classes. Judson lost many of his | 
most valuable pictures in the fire, all 
his last summer's work, which num-. 
bers some of the best canvases he has 
ever painted. 

An exhibition of pictures was in) 


progress at the time of the disaster. | 


Among the exhibitors was Hel:mna 
Heynsen-Jahn, whose striking portrait 
of her mother was destroyed. As Mrs. 
Heynsen lives in’ Europe, this portrait 
cannot easily be duplicated. 

It is Judsen’s intention to hold in 
auction sale of his remaining pictures 
very soon. 


Paintings and Illustrations. 

An exhibition of paintings and illus- 
trations by John C. Okey and Ida Lillie 
Taylor is now in progress in Mr. Okey’'s 
Studio, in the Canadian Building, No. 
432 South Main street. The exhibition 
opened day, and closes this after- 
noon at 6 o'clock. 

Jack Okey is, of course, well-known 
to us all. He studied all last year in 
Paris, and has just returned to 
Angeles. He has brought with him his 
Paris sketches and studies, which he 
fis now exhibiting for the first time. 
Besides the studies made in the class- 
room, he is showing numerous little 
“color notes," rapid sketches, made all 
round Paris. They are crisp and fresh. 
Some small studio #ketches from the 
nude are also very interesting. 

Miss Taylor, who recently came to 
Los Angeles from Newcastle-on-the- 
Tyne, England, shows a complete set 
of illustrations for a forthcoming book 
for children, to be entitled “An Amus- 
ing and Absurd Alphabet.” They are 
effective in color and design, and the 
alliterative rhymes that go with them 
(also Miss Taylor’s,) are often very 
funny. Miss Taylor has a fine sense 
for decorative color. She also shows 
iMiustrations for George Meredith's 
“The Shaving of Shagpot.” 


Arts and Crafts Exhibitions. 

Exhibitions by workers tn various 
-arts and crafts are numerous in Los 
Angeles during the Christmas holidays. 
I visted three of them the other day, 
and found many things that were very 
beautiful, many that were ~usefyl as 
well as beautiful, none that had neither 
use nor beauty. ot 

Emilie Stearns Perry’s collection of 
bas-relief portraits does not come under 
the head of arts-crafts, of course, but 
as she also showed illuminated texts 
and calendars enriched with photograp- 
hic reproductions of her sculpture work, 
I shall speak of it as if it did. Her 
exhibition was held on the fourth floor 
' of the Y.W.C.A. building all Vast week, 
where she has just opened a studio. 

Miss Perry showed excellent por- 
traits, in low relief, of Mrs. Pioche 
Robinson and Mrs. Belle Chipron. There. 
was also a relief, somewhat higher, of 
two charming children in a group, Eli- 
zabeth and Norman ‘Chipron. Some 
well modeled medallions of famous mu- 
sicians and literary men attracted fav- 
orable notice from lovers of art. On 
another wall appeared a beautiful por- 
trait, in relief, of Mrs. erite Fen- 
nimore. 

The illuminated texts were very at- 
tractive, well done, good in color, ex- 
cellent in composition, Miss Perry 
handles her pen with dexterity, and 
shows much feeling for the art of il- 
lumination. 

At the Artemisia Bindery, East Ave- 
nue 41, Idah Meacham S8trobridge has 
a permanent gallery of well-chosen pic- 
tures by local painters—Wachtel, Mrs. 
Wachtel, Borg, St. Clair, Maynard 
Dixon, Ward, and many others. Among 
the beautiful and interesting things 
shown in the arts-crafts section of her 
shop is a full set of her books of West- 
ern stories—three volumnes—written by 
a. illuminated by her, and bound by

POR BIG BUILDING. 


Board of Education Will Ask the 
Voters to Authorize Bond Issue of? 
Two Hundred Thousand Dollars 


for Polytechnic High, Which Is | 
Much Needed.

SANTA MONICA, Dec. 18.—A Poly- 
technic High School, which will cost 
$200,000, is proposed for this district, 
and the Board of Education has passed 
the matter up to the voters for de- 
cision, An election will be held as soon 
as the legal formalities preliminary to 
& bond election can be given attention. 
The funds obtained from the bond is- 
Sue of $200,000 are to be used in secur- 
ing a site, erecting the n build- 
ings and equipping the institution. The 
location is settled, so far as the mem- 
bers of the board are concerned, every- 
thing now depending upon the result 
of the election. Should the necessary 
two-thirds vote be t in favor of 
the bonds, the school will be located 
22 the double block of fifty-one lots 
bounded by Fourth and Sixth streets, 
Michigan avenue on the north and 
Fremont avenue on the south. The 
tract is approximately 700 feet square, 
and is on a hill overlooking the city 
and the sea.

In the southern 
portion ef the town the Lake 
and Southern Pacific pass, paralleling 
each other a block apart. Both thas 
companies have large .station build- 
ings in the town and tiandie a large 
passenger and freight business from 
the community. In the “xtreme north- 
ern part of the town the tracks of 
the Santa Fe system are to be found.

The city engineering officials are mak- 
ing every effort to extend the good 
read work in every direction. 
spirited citizens in the outlying parts 
of the city are banding themselves to- 
gether in improvement 
and these bodies are mutually assiat- 
ing the work of extending the street 
improvements. 

The city engineer's reports show that 
over 150 acres within the incorporated 
limits of the city were subdivided into 
town lots within ghe last three years 
and {t is expected that many hew 
tracts will be opened this year, now 
that a municipal water aystem is to 
be established on a large enough scale 
to supply all the outlaying districts. 

A sewer system vaiued at $35,000 is 
maintained in the most densely pop- 
ulated part of the city.

The 
natural slope of the ground is ideal for 
sewer drainage and an efficient Board 
of Health is constantly e to 
keep all sanitary conditions up to a 
high standard. 

The existing municipal water sys- 
tem disposes of nearly 10,000,000 gallons 
of water monthly for demestic use. 
Thé rate to customers is $1 for the 
first 1000 cubic feet and 60 cents per 
thousand for additional quantities. 

BUSINESS ENTERPRISE. 

The business center of Ontario ts 
continually alive with activity. There 
are a number of first-class mercan- 
tile stores, representing nearly every 
line of business. Most of these are 
managed by progressive and enter- 
prising men who think as much of 
pleasing a customer as they do of the 
customer's money. Nearly every store 
is doing a successful business and one 
does not hear woe begone tales of 
business failures from the Ontario mer- 
chants, as is the case in many towns. 

Illustrating t growth of Ontario, 
in a business y, may be mentioned 
the progress ‘of the Frst National 
Bank which was established in April, 
1902, with a capital of $30,000, surplus 
of $7500 and deposits of about $65,000. 
The last statement of the Comptroller 
of the Currency shows for this bank 
a capital of $50,000, surplus and un- 
divided profits, $30,000 and deposits 
amounting to nearly $400,000.

section's fertile soil, its water supply 
and its general farming facilities, for 
Ontario can afford to depart from the 
ordinary custom of elaboration. She 
can present facts and figures of the 
most convincing sort. Only a district 
that had actually something .to offer 
the public could produce what the On- 
tario section has produced during the 
last few years. Here are some figures 
obtained ht from the account books 
of the packing houses, the local 
railroad agents and individual ranch- 


ers. 
From October 1, 1999, to October 1, 
1910, all three steam roads, the Salt 
Lake, Southern Pacific and Santa Fe, 
handled 6133 carloads of produce from 
their Ontario stations. Of this ship- 
ment from 3600 to 4000 cars were Wash- 
ington fimvels and Valencia oranges. 
About 500 cars of this shipment were 
lemons. From 175 to 200 cars were 
canned s packed in Ontario. The 
rest of the shipment amounted to from 


which filled from 150 to 200 cars and 
about 5000 or 6000 tons of ripe decidu- 
ous fruits. 

Bearing in mind that this was an off 
year in the citrus crop and that the 
amount of production was away be 
low the average, these figures are most 
severely conservative. 

To give the reader some idea what 
amount of money the citrus product 
returns to the grower and to show also 
how the industry has grown, we quote 
the following shipping statistics for 
the last five years and compare them 
with a shipment of 1897-1898, when the 
producing farms were then in their 
infancy. These figures represent about

The Ontario Cucamonga Fruit Ex- 
change, one of the largest packing 
houses tn the State, shipped 2431 cars, 
or 904,426 boxes of citrus fruit this year. 
The average price received for all 
oranges Was $1.68 a box and for all 
lemons $3.34 a box. Navel oranges av- 
eraged $600 per car this year, whil 
Valenecias ran about $902 a car. Lem! 
ons brought $1941 a car, on an average. 
The Qjtrus Fruit Association of On- 
tario sa ped 201.058 boxes of oranges 
and grape fruit and 3152 boxes of lem- 
ons this year. This shipment filled 534 
cars and netted the growers $271,800. 
The citrus be}t of Ontario les prin- 
cipally in the highlands north of the 
town and comprises an area of ap- 
proximately 6000 acres. Lying imme- 
diately south are some 3000 m™cres 
planted to deciduous fruit trees, prin- 
cipally peaches and apricots. These 
trees require no irrigation, and the soil 
of this location is well adapted for 
their grewth. The deciduous farms 
are netting the ranchers from $75 to 
$200 an acre annually. Most of the 
fruit is consumed by the local can- 
nery.

IRRIGATION. 

The irrigation of the Ontario dis- | 
trict is largely controlled by the San | 
Antonio Water Company. This is a'| 
mutual company of the land owners in | 
the community. Fach acre of land is | 
sold with shares of water stock. The 
company claims to have one of the. 
safest water systems in this part of | 
the State and has never had occasion | 
to use all the water it could provide | 
since its organization, which was in 
1882. It obtains its water partly from 
the San Antonio canyon and party 
from a number of wells. During the 
annual irrigation season, which. runs 
from May 1 to November 1 of each 
year, this company supplies about 1000 | 
miner's inches of water continuously, 
which is conducted through under- 
ground pipes over an area of about 
5000 acres. 

NEEDS OF THB DISTRICT. 

The needs of Ontario are the golden 
opportunities of the neweemer. What 
the town wants for its own develcp- 
ment could be brought in by a stranger 
who can realize a g interest on his 
capital by investing it in the town and 
at the same time*can assist the growth 
of the community. 

The first and most Important enter- 
prise in the eyes of the business men) 
is the construction of a first-class ho-. 
tel to accommodate the tourist trade. 
So great is the interest in this matter 
that a number of the prominent resi- 
dents have purchased an excellent site 
of five acres and are holding it until 
outside capital can be interested in the 
proposition. This transaction took 
place November 23 of this year. 

The Ontario Daily Bepublican of that 
date outlined the sitgation as follows: 
“The men purehasihe the property 
have formed a company to be known 
as the Ontario Promotion Company. 
They will hold the property open for 
a period of four months and. during 
that time will dispose of it at exactly 
what it cost them, provided it will be 
used for modern hotel purposes. 

“This company could doubtless 
several thousand dollars on 
vestment by holding the property, but 
their aim is to secure the city a t 
oughly modern and high-class hotel. 

“Ontario's present hotels are abso- 
jutely unable to handle the tourist 
trade, such as the city desires to at- 
tract, and each year that Ontario puts 


is losing thousands of dollars 


mitted ideal by all who visit it, but 
tourists cannot be induced to stay in 
a place where they cannot get what 
they want in the way of hotel accom- 
modations.”’ 

With the hotel to take care ef the 
tourists, the floating population of On- 
tario should be provided for. Every 
day families are turned away by the 
local real estate men on account of a 
lack of proper houses, Many people 
visit the town, desiring to rent a house 
for a time to acquaint themselves with 
the climate and the district before 
they locate permanently. A first-class 
apartment house and five or six-room 
cottages and bungalows are needed for 
these people to rent at from $18 to $25 
a month, From ten to twenty of these 
would find immediate tenants. This 
proposition, properly managed, should 
net the investor from 10 to 15 per cent. 

With the large amount o cheap 
electric power to be had in the district 
and the adequate shipping facilities 
afforded by the three different rallroad 
companies, the portunities for small 
factories are a st unlimited and 
should appeal to investors looking for 
a location for such enterprise. re 
is at present one large manufacturing 
eoncern established, employing 250 per- 
sons. The success of this company 
could be duplicated by others.

There is @ great, deal of dis- 
cussion on the subject by medical au- 
thorities. It was the principal topic at 
the international medical convention in 
London. Several American specialists 
have been here making investigations, 
and Dr. Louls Wickham of Paris, chief 
of the department of therapeutical re- 
s arces in the university and director 
of the w tumors and can- 
cer are treated, delivered an address on 
the subject which has created a pro- 
lfound sensation among the medical pro- 
fession. I believe also that Dr. Wick- 


ham has visited the United States and 
has arranged for experimental research- 
es in the cancer hospitals of. our coun- 
try. Prof. Step has been keeping in 
close touch with him and other author- 
ities and tells me that remarkatle cures 
have been effected, although it is neces- 
sary to reserve the final verdict until 
the cancers that have apparently been 
cured can have a chance to re-develop. 
He believes, however, that time will 
demonstrate that the patients to whom 
redium and radismus have been ap- 
plied are completely cured. 
Dr. Wickham has reports of the treat-

NAMES FOR CALIFORNIA’S 
STATELY HALL OF FAME.| 


VIUI—WILLIAM TELL COLEMAN. 


—— Born February 2, 1824; died November 22, 1893. 


N a calendar of great California pio- 
[neers the name of William Tell Cole- 

man must be a conspicuous 
place of honor. By some he has been 
pronounced as unquestionably the most 
heroic figure in California history. If 
it is true, as Prof. Josiah. Royce avers, 
that San Francisco has been socially 
and morally tried as has no other 
American community, it is signally 
true that she has not failed to bring 
forth, in hours of crisis, leaders of 
broad vision and incisive action fitted 
to cope victoriously with every adver- 
sary of the public weal. As a cham- 
pion of civic right and social cleansing 
in the midst of evil days, Coleman is 
par excellence the historic type. 

William T. Coleman was born Feb- 
ruary 29, 1824, in Harrison county, Ky. 
In that State and in Virginia his fam- 
ily held a high position, although his 
first American ancestor, Willtam Cole- 
man, had made his home in New Eng- 
land as early as 1671. When the hoy 
was 9 years old, his father died, and 
William went to live with an unele. 
He received the rudiments of an edu- 
cation, and at the age of 18 entered the 
St. Louis University, where, by severe 
application, he was able in two years 
to complete the four years’ course in 
the commercial department. 

He was ambitious to complete a clas- 
sical education, but ill health prevent- 
ed. So he removed to New Orieans; 
but, not receiving the desired beneiit, 
he set out for the wilds of Wisconsin. 
Stories of California tugged at his rug- 
ged spirit, and, after his initial failure 
to organize an overland train, he de- 
termined the second time to seek the 
determination 
brought success. He covered the dis- 
tance from Salt Lake to Sutter’s Fort 
in the then unprecedented time 
twenty-one days. 

The actual mining experience 
Coleman was not extensive, nor was it 
exceptionally successful. He early 
turned his attention to business enter- 
prise. He accumulated several thou- 
sand dollars by buying and_selling cat- 
tle; for a time he played the merchant 
one of the chief centers

established in 1851, just in time for him 
to see three-fourths of his possessions 
destroyed by one of the disastrous fires 


of that year. Undismayed, he erected 
& large brick. building on Front and 
California streets, occupied it the fol- 
lowing year, and began at once to re- 
coup his losses. Later, a branch house 
was established in New York: and it 
was not long till he had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing the house of W. T. Cole- 
man & Co. ai the head of the business 
firms of California. 

In 1852 he married Mies Carrie Page 
of St. Louis. Their two sons 
manhood's estate before the 
Mr. Coleman in 189%. 

All this seems little more than com- 
monplace; what then constituted Cole- 
man’s peculiar claim to greatness? To 
answer adequately this simple query 
it is essential to recall the political and 
social conditions surrounding him in

William Tell Coleman was the man 
of the hour, He it was who prevented 
mob rule by diverting the inflamed 
popular mind; he prevented lynch 
law by his personal courage, his ab- 
horrence of anarchy, and his genius for 
leadership. The four executions do not 
at all exhaust the activities of the 
Committee of Vigilance of 1861. Thirty 
bad characters were -banished from 
California, and more than that 
number advisediy took sudden leave 
for yarious points in the interior. The 
committee used with calmness and 
moderation its weli-nigh unlimited 
power and prestige. 

San Francisco was purged. Who can 
doubt that a work of magnitude and 
splendor had been accomplished? But 
the gay city took the lesson too little 
to heart and soon gave tokens of a re- 
turn to former excesses, perhaps in 
more refined form. The grim warn- 
ings of the hangman's noose began to 
fade from memory, and vigilance be- 
gan to be relaxed, while other human 
vultures swept down upon the city.

A year ago the Mackay companies, 
engaged principally in handling cable 
messages. owned the whole or part of 
the capital stock of no less than 102 
cable, telephone and telegraph com- 
panies operating in North America and 
Europe, and was at that time the larg- 
est single stockholder in the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. At 
the same time the Western Union was 
encroaching on the Mackay companies’ 
cable territory. Since then an under- 
standing has been arrived at, the tele- 
phone company has taken over all the 
stock then held by the Mackay com- 
panies, and the Western Union is con- 
fining its attention to land lines. 

In September last the . t  tele- 
hone company purchased an interest 
n the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany amounting to $50,000,000. It thus 
obtained control of a substantial minor- 
ity of the Western Union stock, and 
some of its directors were promptly 
placed upon the Western Union board. 
And now, upon the death of the Western 


Union’s president, Col. Clowry, the 
head of the telephone company has 
been made the head of the telegraph 


company, thus completing the practical 
unification of the two companies.

$970,000,000, is believed to be i fore- 
shadow im the recent action taken 
by the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. That all public utili- 
ties of this class tend naturally toward 
& practical monopoly is undeniable. 
This is a general economic tendency 
that must be recognized. Although the 
country has seen so much of private 
initiative and of competitive enter- 
prise, and has so often proved 
value in bettered service, yet it may 
not look complacently upon the absorp- 
tion of all the electric lines into one 
great trust. Yet those who look beyond 
the strife and turmoil incident to the 
adjustment of present conditions on a 
broader basis, wil] realize that just 
such @ merger would probably give an 
ty toward government control 
then—government ownership. 

If, then, the general government 
should, at some propitious time in the 
future, deem it bect for the public 
welfare to take over the telephone and 
telegraph utilities, now so thoroughly 
systematized and unified under com-* 
petent management, it would have at 
hand a fully organized machinery in 
complete working order, and the trans- 
fer from private to public ownership 
could be made almost unconsciously on 
the part of users of the system.

was known as the Hughes Amendment 
to the Sunrdy Civil Appropriation Bill, 
says the New York Sun. 

This bill provided an apporpriation of 
$100,000 for the enforcement of anti- 
trust laws and acts to regulate com- 
merce. In the committee of the. whole 


Representative Hughes of New Jersey, |- 


described by Mr. Gompers as “our 
friend Mr. Hughe®” introduced an 
amendment, as follows: 

“Provided, That no part of this money 
shall be spent in the prosecution of 
any organization or individual for en- 
tering into any combination or agree- 
ment having in view the increase of 
wages, shortening of hours or better- 
ing the con@ition of labor, or for any 
act done in furtherance thereof not in 
itseif unlawful.” 

If this amendment meant anything it 
meant the deliberate exception of one 
Class of trusts and one class of in- 
dividual citizens from the equal opera- 
tion of laws of the United States. It 
was so understood by its author, Mr. 
Hughes, of New Jersey, for 
plained that the p 
“simply says to the Attorney-General 
that he shall not en himeelf, at 
least he shall not expend this particu- 
lar sum appropriated for the specific 
purpose of enforcing the 8 
Anti-Trust Act, against organizations / 
of labor.”

The labor amendment. 
passed the Committee of the Whole on 
June 2 by a vote of 82 to 52, 166 mem- 
bers of the House being recorded as 
“absentees."" The Senate rejected the 
amendment. The bill went to confer- 
ence and the House at first insisted. 
Mr. Gompers in his deliverance of Mon- 
day last gives this picture of Mr. 
Taft's activities: :

106% per cent of labor ali the year,” a 
cohaition which he said was impossible 
in the present day of union activities.
